The 
city ' f Indianapolis is a splendid ex- 
amp- f the Tslae of trolley lines 
aa an . ncy for urban growth. In 
the pb^t decade Indianapolis has 
built many of these lines, radiating 
over the State of Indiana, and they 
have been of immense benefit to the 
city s rommercial intereatl. In the 
last t< a years Indianapolis naade a 
splen lid Rain in population, increas- 
ing at the rate of 38.1 per cent, and 
forging ahead of Louisville, which 
in the same time increased at the 
rate of 9.4 per cent, coming near 
making the low record for citits of 
the 100,000 class. There is little 
doubt that the splendid showing by 
Irdianapolis is largely due to the 
development of the interurban busi- 
ness. All of the big cities of Ohio 
are pretty well supplied with inter- 
nrhan lines. Cleveland and Colum 
bui especially £0, and all of them 
•ra growing at a rapid rate with the 
• :c«ption of Cincinnati, which made 
M better showing, however, in the 
1 .St decade than in th« ten years 
irom 1890 to 1900. 

Regarding the increase in farm 
values the Wall Street Journal says: 
"Census reports for different 
States frrcjuently show gainb of 100 
percent, or more. Not a little of 
tUsisamor.g the older portions of 
the country, and has come from in- 
tararban electric roads. It is dif- 
farent with steam roads, because 
their influence on the value of land 
depends more largely upmi the dis 
tance from the stations. The trolley 
lines, however, have atationa avary- 
where; each farm is a atatieii far 
passengers and goods." 

Kentucky is lamentabi) lacking in 
interurban lines ami Louisville has 
been slow to recognize their value. 
There is a biff field in Kentucky for 
interurban development and Louis 
ville ought to lead the way for other 
Kentucky cities. As a factor for 
Uffger business the interurban just 
now seems to be the thing that 
Louisville mostly needs.— Courier- 
Journal.
